A Proclamation 


Since January, millions of Americans have 
been observing 1992 as the Year of the Amer- 
ican Indian. Individuals of all ages and all 
walks of life have been taking part in cultural 
events, educational programs, and other ac- 
tivities that are designed to celebrate the 
unique art, history, and folklore of America’s 
earliest inhabitants and their descendants. 
The observance of November as National 
American Indian Heritage Month provides 
an opportunity for all citizens to join in hon- 
oring America’s native peoples. 

The American Indian heritage is a rich 
array of many different cultural legacies— 
each as unique as the tribes themselves. 
From the skilled horsemen whose families 
and tribes roamed the Great West to the 
hardy peoples who hunted and fished in the 
forests and waters of Alaska, each tribe of 
Native Americans has enjoyed its own his- 
tory, customs, and beliefs. Yet all have shared 
a deep reverence for the land itself and for 
the traditions of their forebears. That sense 
of environmental stewardship and _ tribal 
pride has inspired generation after genera- 
tion, and mes all Americans continue to 
learn a great deal from individuals of Indian 
ancestry. 

As we celebrate the many contributions 
that Native Americans and their descendants 
have made to the United States, we also reaf- 
firm the unique government-to-government 
relationship that exists between Indian tribes 
and the Federal Government. This long- 
standing relationship has developed over the 
years into a vibrant, mutually beneficial part- 


nership—one made ever stronger as past in- 
equities and conflicts have been resolved. In 
recent years, the Federal Government has 
worked together with tribal leaders toward 
our shared goals of equal opportunity and 
socioeconomic advancement for American 
Indians, as well as toward the preservation 
of their ancient cultural identities. The “Na- 
tive American Languages Act of 1992,” 
which I signed into law last month, is but 
one example of joint efforts to enhance the 
well-being of America’s native peoples. 

In honor of the unique cultural legacy of 
each of America’s native peoples, the Con- 
gress, by Senate Joint Resolution 172, has 
designated November 1992 as “National 
American Indian Heritage Month” and has 
authorized and requested the President to 
issue a proclamation in observance of this 
month. 

Now, Therefore, I, George Bush, Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, do 
hereby proclaim November 1992 as National 
American Indian Heritage Month. I urge all 
Americans, as well as their elected represent- 
atives at the Federal, State, and local levels, 
to observe this month with appropriate pro- 
grams, ceremonies, and activities. 

In Witness Whereof, I have hereunto set 
my hand this twenty-fifth day of November, 
in the year of our Lord nineteen hundred 
and ninety-two, and of the Independence of 
the United States of America the two hun- 
dred and seventeenth.

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Statement by Press Secretary 
Fitzwater on the President’s 
Telephone Conversation With 
President Boris Yeltsin of Russia 


November 30, 1992 


The President called President Boris 
Yeltsin of Russia today on the eve of the Con- 
gress of People’s Deputies meeting in Mos- 
cow. They discussed the situation in Russia 
and U.S.-Russian relations. 

The President reaffirmed to President 
Yeltsin the strong and unequivocal U.S. sup- 
port for efforts to promote democracy and 
economic reform in Russia. The President 
made it clear that the United States will not 
waiver in its firm support for the Russian 
Government. 

The United States and its Western part- 
ners have a unique and historic opportunity 
to construct a democratic peace in Europe 
as we approach a new century. Russia is piv- 
otal to that opportunity, and the United 
States has committed itself to building a new 
partnership with Russia based on a shared 
commitment to ending the arms race, co- 
operation in resolving regional disputes, and 
strong Western economic support for Rus- 
sia’s reforms. The President supports the 
continuation of concerted and ambitious 
Western efforts to assist the Russian people 
in building a democratic society and in inte- 
grating their economy and future with the 
West. The President therefore believes it is 
imperative for the United States and other 
countries to do everything possible to sup- 
port the Russian Government at this critical 
time. 


Memorandum on the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico 


November 30, 1992 


Memorandum for the Heads of Executive 
Departments and Agencies 

Puerto Rico is a self-governing territory of 
the United States whose residents have been 
United States citizens since 1917 and have 
fought valorously in five wars in the defense 
of our Nation and the liberty of others. 
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On July 25, 1952, as a consequence of 
steps taken by both the United States Gov- 
ernment and the people of Puerto Rico vot- 
ing in a referendum, a new constitution was 
promulgated establishing the Common- 
wealth of Puerto Rico. The Commonwealth 
structure provides for self-government in re- 
spect of internal affairs and administration, 
subject to relevant portions of the Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the United States. As 
long as Puerto Rico is a territory, however, 
the will of its people regarding their political 
status should be ascertained periodically by 
means of a general right of referendum or 
specific referenda sponsored either by the 
United States Government or the Legislature 
of Puerto Rico. 

Because Puerto Rico’s degree of constitu- 
tional self-government, population, and size 
set it apart from other areas also subject to 
Federal jurisdiction under Article IV, section 
3, clause 2 of the Constitution, I hereby di- 
rect all Federal departments, agencies, and 
officials, to the extent consistent with the 
Constitution and the laws of the United 
States, henceforward to treat Puerto Rico ad- 
ministratively as if it were a State, except in- 
sofar as doing so with respect to an existing 
Federal program or activity would increase 
or decrease Federal receipts or expenditures, 
or would seriously disrupt the operation of 
such program or activity. With respect to a 
Federal program or activity for which no fis- 
cal baseline has been established, this memo- 
randum shall not be construed to require that 
such program or activity be conducted in a 
way that increases or decreases Federal re- 
ceipts or expenditures relative to the level 
that would obtain if Puerto Rico were treated 
other than as a State. 

If any matters arise involving the fun- 
damentals of Puerto Rico’s status, they shall 
be referred to the Office of the President. 

This guidance shall remain in effect until 
Federal legislation is enacted altering the 
current status of Puerto Rico in accordance 
with the freely expressed wishes of the peo- 
ple of Puerto Rico. 

The memorandum for the heads of execu- 
tive departments and agencies on this sub- 
ject, issued July 25, 1961, is hereby re- 
scinded. 
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This memorandum shall be published in 
the Federal Register.

Remarks on Presentation of the 
President’s Environment and 
Conservation Challenge Awards 
December 2, 1992 


Thank you all very much. Barbara and I 
are just delighted to welcome everyone to 
the White House. And let me single out a 
few people. I'll get in trouble on this in this 
distinguished group, but our Cabinet mem- 
bers here: Jim Watkins, who brought our Na- 
tional Energy Strategy through the Congress; 
Manuel Lujan, who’s helped expand our 
age and refuges; Secretary Barbara Frank- 
in, her team’s been out there pushing on 
the economic benefits of environmental pro- 
tection. Don Atwood was to be here, but I 
single him out because he and the military 
brought an environmental ethic, I think, to 
everything from basic training to the conduct 
of a successful military operation halfway 
around the world in Desert Storm. Then our 
Secretary of Transportation was to be here, 
Andy Card. He’s now Secretary of Transi- 
tion—(laughter|—and as well as Secretary of 
Transportation. 

Let me just say to this distinguished non- 
partisan group that I am just determined that 
this transition goes smoothly and go well. 
And I’m absolutely convinced under Andy's 
leadership it is going well and will go well. 

Speaking of nonpartisanship, I salute the 
Governor of Florida; and I’m just delighted 
that Lawton Chiles is with us, leader in the 
environmental movement; Senator Domenici 
was to be here—I don’t see him, but never- 
theless; and Congressman Gilchrest; Con- 
gressman Porter Goss. And I want to reserve 
a very special thanks for Bill Reilly, our able 
EPA Administrator, in whom I have great 
confidence, a confidence that has been well 
rewarded, I might say, by an outstanding per- 
formance; and then for Mike Deland, the key 
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figure here today, he’s the Chairman of our 
Council on Environmental Quality, and I be- 
lieve he’s done an outstanding job. And so 
I’m just delighted to-—Barbara and I are de- 
lighted to be standing at his side. 

Finally, of course, I want to salute the 
awards partners for making this day possible: 
Gil Grosvenor of the National Geographic 
Society; Frank Bennack of Hearst; John 
Johnstone of the Business Roundtable; and 
Kathryn Fuller of the World Wildlife Fund. 
And I want to thank the awards selection 
committee and especially my old friend Bob 
Stafford who’s back in Washington. I’m just 
delighted to see him, and Gaylord, Senator 
Gaylord Nelson, as well. And most of all I 
want to send a special welcome to the guests 
of honor, the 9 medal and the 13 citation 
recipients. Congratulations to all, and I look 
forward to seeing the presentations. 

I am not going to make a long-winded 
speech, because I take the Clean Air Act very 
seriously. [Laughter] I’ve had a chance, 
under a very different schedule, to do a lot 
of thinking over the past 3 weeks. And let 
me just share some of your reflections. And 
I hope you'll excuse me if I take pride in 
talking about certain accomplishments. Over 
the next few years I reckon I'll be spending 
a lot of time in what Teddy Roosevelt called 
the great cathedral of the outdoors, and I 
can’t wait. I’ll remember what we’ve tried 
to do to conserve it, to preserve it, and I 
am very proud of our team’s efforts. 

Everyone is and should be, whatever age, 
interested in the environment. And my own 
conviction, or environmental policy, if you 
will, was born out of the concerns of a Presi- 
dent, an outdoorsman, and maybe most of 
all, a grandfather. And our approach signaled 
a step beyond command-and-control regula- 
tion toward a more market-oriented, decen- 
tralized philosophy of environmental action. 

Those who said we posed a false choice 
between a strong economy and a safer envi- 
ronment just didn’t get it, just missed the 
point. We sought to achieve both while sac- 
rificing neither. And we combined a prag- 
matism about human nature with an idealism 
about Mother Nature, an ambitious agenda 
that harnessed the energy of capitalism in the 
service of the environment. 
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Now, excuse me, as I say, if I take pride 
in listing a few accomplishments that we pass 
on to a new generation. The Clean Air Act, 
with the help of Democrats and Republicans 
on the Hill, we broke 10 years of congres- 
sional gridlock by pushing through the 
world’s most protective and cost-effective 
clean air legislation. And we've already pro- 
posed or finalized rules that promise to get 
at 85 percent of the pollution reductions that 
are targeted in this law. [Applause] Reilly's 
clapping for himself, and I don’t blame him. 
[Laughter] 

We won major funding—shifting to envi- 
ronmental programs—increasing the EPA’s 
budget, I believe it was almost 50 percent; 
increasing funding for clean energy research 
and devclopment by 66 percent. We enlisted 
the private sector in the voluntary pollution 
prevention efforts that are reshaping Amer- 
ican industries, making us leaner, more effi- 
cient, and reducing toxic pollution by hun- 
dreds of millions of pounds a year. 

On the law enforcement front, we broke 
new ground and old records, filing more 
cases, collecting more penalties, and putting 
more polluters behind bars than every pre- 
vious administration in history combined. We 
helped make America’s great outdoors even 
greater, securing over a billion dollars to ex- 
pand parks and wetlands and wildlife refuges, 
campgrounds and scenic rivers. We decided 
to end clear-cutting as a standard practice 
on Federal land. And our America the Beau- 
tiful initiative has gotten off to a good start 
with several million new trees all across this 
great country. 

We ensured that America’s seas would still 
be shining, ending ocean dumping and sew- 
age sludge, proposing and signing a tough 
oil pollution bill, and imposing a 10-year 
moratorium on oil and gas leasing over vast 
areas of the really sensitive, the ecologically 
sensitive coasts. We've launched a new gen- 
eration of clean energy technologies, not only 
by increasing funding for research and devel- 
opment but also by increasing incentives for 
their use. And we've pushed through com- 
prehensive national energy legislation—a sa- 
lute to Jim again—that will guide our country 
into the next century. 

In terms of Federal leadership, we've tri- 
pled funding for Federal facility cleanups, se- 
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cured over 100 enforceable cleanup agree- 
ments for Federal facilities, and signed Exec- 
utive orders spurring the Federal Govern- 
ment to take the lead in increasing energy 
efficiency, recycling, waste reduction, and 
converting the Federal fleet to alternative 
fuels. 

Finally, we've insisted that a new world 
order include a cleaner world environment, 
and we reached over 20 new international 
environmental agreements. Just by way of ex- 
ample, we reduced Poland’s debt in order 
to help them fund a new environmental foun- 
dation. We also launched the center, the En- 
vironmental Center in Budapest, to help 
countries in Central and Eastern Europe. We 
made America the world leader in the phase- 
out of ozone depletion, the ozone depleting 
CFC’s, and we led the way to global bans 
on driftnet fishing. 

We built environmental cooperation into 
trade negotiations with Mexico. We've ex- 
panded the debt-for-nature swaps to protect 
the rain forests in Latin America and created 
networks for cooperation with Asia. And our 
comprehensive, action-oriented approach to 
global climate change was ratified by the 
Senate and adopted by the world community. 

At the same time that we renewed our na- 
tional commitment to the environment, we 
redoubled our efforts to support and encour- 
age people like you. Everyone in this room, 
everyone here today has demonstrated the 
principles of a new environmentalism. This 
national environmental awards program was 
established to honor those who honored the 
environment. And some here have forged in- 
novative partnerships, environmental alli- 
ances that are protecting our wetlands, pre- 
serving our resources, and preparing a new 
generation of environmental leadership. Oth- 
ers have taken the lead in combining sound 
business with a safer environment, a smart 
new merger between profitability and preser- 
vation. And still others are pioneers on the 
frontier of technology, the environmental 
technology, finding ways to remove CFC 
production from manufacturing or reduce 
pollution while recycling metal scrap. And fi- 
nally we've got recipients here who are cul- 
tivating our human resources to conserve our 
natural ones. Leaders like Hazel Johnson, 
who realize that the greening of America is 
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truly a grassroots operation, or the Environ- 
mental Education Program, teaching our 
children how to care for the great land that 
they will inherit. 

I remember back in July, I was out visiting 
Sequoia National Park. And there was a camp 
there for inner city youngsters. It was called 
Pyles Boys Camp. And I remember quoting 
Teddy Roosevelt, talking about the beautiful 
gifts we received from nature, gifts that we 
ought, and here’s the quote, “ought to hand 
on as a precious heritage to our children and 
our children’s children.” That heritage is the 
family legacy that all Americans share and 
share responsibility for. Each of you under- 
stand President Roosevelt’s challenge, and 
each of you that we honor has acted on it. 
And for that you have our admiration, our 
respect, my own personal gratitude. 

That is the end. And I now would like to 
happily turn this over to Mike Deland, asking 
that he hand out the medals. Mike.

A Proclamation 


In this last decade of the 20th century, as 
we assess the great scientific and techno- 
logical achievements of the past 100 years, 
one event continues to shine forth as a tri- 
umph of human ingenuity and labor: Orville 
and Wilbur Wright’s first successful flight 
above the windswept dunes of Kitty Hawk, 
North Carolina. Although their handcrafted 
aircraft bucked and dipped through its low, 
brief flight of some 120 feet, the potential 
for human progress—in aviation, engineer- 
ing, and countless other fields—at that mo- 
ment soared. In many ways, we have never 
looked back. 

With the world’s first, controlled manned 
flight in a mechanically propelled, heavier- 
than-air aircraft, Orville and Wilbur Wright 
launched the age of aviation and, in so doing, 
changed forever the world in which we live. 
Today millions of people travel throughout 
the world by air—often in planes that Senn 
wingspans longer than the distance covered 
by the Wrights’ first flight. From cargo jets 
used in private commerce to military aircraft 
employed in our Nation’s defense and vital 
humanitarian missions, present-day aircraft 
play an indispensable role in ensuring Ameri- 
ca’s economic growth and national security. 
In addition, the continuing success of our 
Space Shuttle Program points toward an ex- 
citing future of exploration above Earth’s at- 
mosphere and throughout the solar system. 
Clearly, the uses of aviation have developed 
far beyond the original expectations of Wil- 
bur Wright, who, in a classic example of un- 
derstatement, predicted that the airplane 
would “always be limited to special pur- 
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poses,” serving as “a factor” in war and pos- 
sibly “thavingf a future as a carrier of mail.” 

By commemorating the historic events of 
December 17, 1903, the day that Orville and 
Wilbur Wright triumphed over the force of 
gravity and the skepticism of friends, we not 
only celebrate the many uses of aviation but 
also recall the infinite value of labor and 
learning, courage and perseverance. Known 
to many as the owners of a modest bicycle 
shop in Dayton, Ohio, the Wrights were, in 
fact, gifted, painstaking, and keenly percep- 
tive engineers. In addition to experimentin 
time and again with airplane models and 
wind tunnels, the Wrights also sifted care- 
fully through data that had been collected 
by other scientists and engineers, dismissing 
that which proved unreliable and developing 
much of the existing handbook on fundamen- 
tal aerodynamics. Yet it was Nature herself 
that inspired these pioneers, who achieved 
three-axis control in flight by closely observ- 
ing the motion of birds. 

Eager to learn at every trial and oppor- 
tunity, the Wrights realized their dreams of 
manned flight and provided succeeding gen- 
erations with a timeless example of the re- 
wards of education and hard work. We do 
well to honor their memory, and as a result 
of legislation signed into law last October, 
future Americans will have an opportunity to 
learn more about the Wrights through the 
Dayton Aviation National Historic Park. 

The Congress, by a joint resolution ap- 
proved December 17, 1963 (77 Stat. 402; 36 
U.S.C. 169), has designated the 17th day of 
December of each year as “Wright Brothers 
Day” and requested the President to issue 
annually a proclamation commemorating that 
day. 

Now, Therefore, I, George Bush, Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, do 
hereby proclaim December 17, 1992, as 
Wright Brothers Day. I invite all Americans 
to observe that day with appropriate pro- 
grams, ceremonies, and activities.

Statement by Press Secretary 
Fitzwater on the United Nations Vote 
to Authorize Use of Military Forces 
in Somalia 


December 3, 1992 


We are pleased by the U.N. vote to author- 
ize military forces to ensure the delivery of 
humanitarian aid to alleviate the starvation 
and human suffering in Somalia. President 
Bush will meet tomorrow morning with con- 
gressional leaders to discuss U.S. participa- 
tion in a U.N. military action. Since August 
14, the United States has airlifted 21,000 tons 
of food and medicine into Somalia. But the 
crisis remains urgent. 


Address to the Nation on the 
Situation in Somalia 
December 4, 1992 


I want to talk to you today about the trag- 
edy in Somalia and about a mission that can 
ease suffering and save lives. Every American 
has seen the shocking images from Somalia. 
The scope of suffering there is hard to imag- 
ine. Already, over a quarter-million people, 
as many people as live in Buffalo, New York, 
have died in the Somali famine. In the 
months ahead 5 times that number, 144 mil- 
lion people, could starve to death. 
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For many months now, the United States 
has been actively engaged in the massive 
international relief effort to ease Somalia’s 
suffering. All told, America has sent Somalia 
200,000 tons of food, more than half the 
world total. This summer, the distribution 
system broke down. Truck convoys from So- 
malia’s ports were blocked. Sufficient food 
failed to reach the starving in the interior 
of Somalia. 

So in August, we took additional action. 
In concert with the United Nations, we sent 
in the U.S. Air Force to help fly food to the 
towns. To date, American pilots have flown 
over 1,400 flights, delivering over 17,000 tons 
of food aid. And when the U.N. authorized 
3,500 U.N. guards to protect the relief oper- 
ation, we flew in the first of them, 500 sol- 
diers from Pakistan. 

But in the months since then, the security 
situation has grown worse. The U.N. has 
been prevented from deploying its initial 
commitment of troops. In many cases, food 
from relief flights is being looted upon land- 
ing; food convoys have been hijacked; aid 
workers assaulted; ships with food have been 
subject to artillery attacks that prevented 
them from docking. There is no government 
in Somalia. Law and order have broken 
down. Anarchy prevails. 

One image tells the story. Imagine 7,000 
tons of food aid literally bursting out of a 
warehouse on a dock in Mogadishu, while 
Somalis starve less than a kilometer away be- 
cause relief workers cannot run the gauntlet 
of armed gangs roving the city. Confronted 
with these conditions, relief groups called for 
outside troops to provide security so they 
could feed people. It’s now clear that military 
support is necessary to ensure the safe deliv- 
ery of the food Somalis need to survive. 

It was this situation which led us to tell 
the United Nations that the United States 
would be willing to provide more help to en- 
able relief to be delivered. Last night the 
United Nations Security Council, by unani- 
mous vote and after the tireless efforts of 
Secretary-General Boutros-Ghali, welcomed 
the United States offer to lead a coalition 
to get the food through. 

After consulting with my advisers, with 
world leaders, and the congressional leader- 
ship, I have today told Secretary-General 
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Boutros-Ghali that America will answer the 
call. I have given the order to Secretary Che- 
ney to move a substantial American force 
into Somalia. As I speak, a Marine amphib- 
ious ready group, which we maintain at sea, 
is offshore Mogadishu. These troops will be 
joined by elements of the 1st Marine Expedi- 
tionary Force, based out of Camp Pendleton, 
California, and by the Army’s 10th Mountain 
Division out of Fort Drum, New York. These 
and other American forces will assist in Op- 
eration Restore Hope. They are America’s 
finest. They will perform this mission with 
courage and compassion, and they will suc- 
ceed. 

The people of Somalia, especially the chil- 
dren of Somalia, need our help. We're able 
to ease their suffering. We must help them 
live. We must give them hope. America must 
act. 

In taking this action I want to emphasize 
that I understand the United States alone 
cannot right the world’s wrongs. But we also 
know that some crises in the world cannot 
be resolved without American involvement, 
that American action is often necessary as 
a catalyst for broader involvement of the 
community of nations. Only the United 
States has the global reach to place a large 
security force on the ground in such a distant 
place quickly and efficiently and thus save 
thousands of innocents from death. 

We will not, however, be acting alone. I 
expect forces from about a dozen countries 
to join us in this mission. When we see Soma- 
lia’s children starving, all of America hurts. 
We've tried to help in many ways. And make 
no mistake about it, now we and our allies 
will ensure that aid gets through. Here is 
what we and our coalition partners will do: 

First, we will create a secure environment 
in the hardest hit parts of Somalia, so that 
food can move from ships over land to the 
people in the countryside now devastated by 
starvation. 

Second, once we have created that secure 
environment, we will withdraw our troops, 
handing the security mission back to a regu- 
lar U.N. peacekeeping force. Our mission has 
a limited objective: To open the supply 
routes, to get the food moving, and to pre- 
pare the way for a U.N. peacekeeping force 
to keep it moving. This operation is not open- 
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ended. We will not stay one day longer than 
is absolutely necessary. 


Let me be very clear: Our mission is hu- 
manitarian, but we will not tolerate armed 
gangs ripping off their own people, con- 
demning them to death by starvation. Gen- 
eral Hoar and his troops have the authority 
to take whatever military action is necessary 
to safeguard the lives of our troops and the 
lives of Somalia’s people. The outlaw ele- 
ments in Somalia must understand this is se- 
rious business. We will accomplish our mis- 
sion. We have no intent to remain in Somalia 
with fighting forces, but we are determined 
to do it right, to secure an environment that 
will allow food to get to the starving people 
of Somalia. 


To the people of Somalia I promise this: 
We do not plan to dictate political outcomes. 
We respect your sovereignty and independ- 
ence. Based on my conversations with other 
coalition leaders, I can state with confidence: 
We come to your country for one reason 
only, to enable the starving to be fed. 


Let me say to the men and women of our 
Armed Forces, we are asking you to do a 
difficult and dangerous job. As Commander 
in Chief I assure you, you will have our full 
support to get the job done, and we will bring 
you home as soon as possible. 


Finally, let me close with a message to the 
families of the men and women who take 
part in this mission: I understand it is difficult 
to see your loved ones go, to send them off 
knowing they will not be home for the holi- 
days, but the humanitarian mission they un- 
dertake is in the finest traditions of service. 
So, to every sailor, soldier, airman, and ma- 
rine who is involved in this mission, let me 
say, you’re doing God’s work. We will not 
fail. 

Thank you, and may God bless the United 
States of America.
